10, 
1771. and relates to his visit to Eng¬ 
land to raise money for the eollese, 
and his success in intercut ins Kor'd 
Dartmouth, who gave $.“>0,000 to the 
eollese, and for w hom it was named. 
The third, was an agreement relating 
to the plastering of a house, dated 
Oct. X, 1787, anil signed hy the wife of 
Prof. Ripley. 

Miv Ripley is the owner and pub¬ 
lisher of the newly illustrated “(‘raw- 
ford History of the White Mould a ins," 


a'work which his interest in the region 
described has led him to make a labor 
of love to get it up in the best possible 
manner.
